Better Outloek 
With Passing of 
The Old Year

of fundamental Canadian business 
barometers and I am quite hopeful 
over the outlook for the magnificent 
manner in which they have met the 
challenge of the period of business 
readjustment. The year just closing 
has been a severe test of those qual- 
ities of stamina and courage which 
have characterized activities during 
the past twelve months. It is not my 
business to be on the one hand fool- 
lishly optimistic, or on the other hand 
| needlessly pessimistic. Consesquently, 
when I say that 1932 will be a better 
year than 1931, I am not expressing 
simply sanguine hope. I am telling 
you that basic indicators point  to- 
ward a slowly improving situation 
generally throughout the Dominion 
during the year ahead. 

Longer-term constructive factors 
include (1) the enviable position of 
Canadian banks as contrasted with 
banking conditions in the States; 
(2) the trend towards diversification 
of crops and the‘increased - interest 
in dairying; (3) attraction of new 
industries to Canada as an_ out- 
Browth of higher, protective tariffs 
and the .accessibility,of British mar- 
kets through, imperial, preferences; 
and -(4) -Canada's wealth of unde- 
veloped natural resources, ..:+

‘Of a severe winter, both in Canada 
and in the States. I believe, how- 
ever, that it marks definitely, and 
finally the turning point from 
which improvement will steadly 
take place. The first signs of it will 
‘perhaps be only seasonal as we ap- 
| broach the end of the first quarter 
1of 1932, but I look for an upturn 
‘of reasonable proportions during 
, the spring and early summer. Condi- 
. tions beyond mid-year hinge on the 
| 1932 crop prospects, ibut barring 
some unforseeable misfortune, this 
year’s crop should show to advan- 
‘tage over that of last year.

DR. H. M. VANGO DIES 
ON TUESDAY, SCIENCE MARTYR 


Edmonton, Dec. 29.—Victim of his 
seience, Dr. Harold M. Vango, 36, pro- 
fessor of medical jurisprudence and 
assistant pathologist at the Univers- 
ity of Alberta, died at the University 
hospital 8:45 a.m. Tuesday. 

His death was due to blood poison- 
ing resulting from a slight injury to 
his hand while he was engaged in 


making one of numerous postmortem’ 


examinations. The poison traveled up 
his right arm and-entered his body. 
At Consort on December 17, where 
he went to give evidence at the in- 
quest on the body of H. C. Larsen, 
who was niurdered, Dr. Vango ‘he- 
came ill and was’ rushed back to 
Hdmonton, entering the University 
hospital: immediately. It is: thought 
that the poisoning may have heen 
contracted while making the post- 
mortem on Larsen. From. a_ tiny 
sore on his right thumb, the poison 
spread slowly despite every medical 
effort to stem its advance.

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silver, if it were successful, while it 
‘would ease the burden of the credit- 
ors in silver countries, would certainly 
make it harder for the producers of 
commodities and for debtors in those 
countries. 

In considering the effects of the 
changing values of money itself on 
trade and commerce, we should clear- 
ly vision that trading, both national 
and international, is in reality only the 
exchange of goods and ‘commodities, 
and that any standard or medium of 
exchange, is but a means after all of 
arriving at the proper price and of 
facilitating the exchange of the goods, 
and that any rise or fall in the price or 
value of money itself will not neces- 
sarily lead to any better prosperity 
unless it brings about an increased ex- 
change of goods. Given the goods and 
the desire to exchange, this can al- 
ways be managed regardless of the na-. 
ture of the standard or of the medium 
of exchange. But these exchanges of | 
goods are much facilitated if they are | 
effected by one common standard that 
is esteemed and valued by all. 

For instance, a pound of tea in! 
China or India is a pound of tea in| 
England or Canada, and a bushel of| 
wheat in Canada is a bushel of wheat 
in England, China or India, and regard- 
less of whatever may be the standard ! 
or the medium of exchange, so long 
as Canada needs tea, and India, aired 
and England need Canadian wheat, SO | 
long will the exchange of these andj; 
other commodities to fill demands be!

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BIMETALLISM 3 
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(Continued from last week) 


So far this article has given a brief 
account of how man from the earliest 
times has endeavored step by step to 
providg himself with a standard in 
order to measure price, with a medium. 
of exchange to facilitate the exchange 
of goods, and with a medium by 
which value or wealth could be stored. 
Perhaps now a summary can be made 
that will show how these successive 
steps have led up to our present mon- 
etary system to the establishment of 
the single gold international stand- 
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Some of these causes were explain- 
ed in our article on the gold standard. 
Readjustment of gold distribution is 
one remedy that can and no doubt 
will be effected. 

There are some who state that our 
present economic system, based on 
the gold standard, has failed, for the 
reason they state that certain large 
groups of people are burdened with 
surpluses of commodities which they 
cannot sell ata satisfactory price 
whilst other groups exist who badly 
need these same commodities and are 
unable to abtain them. Therefore, it 
igs argued, the system of distribution 


-of goods and commodities as broken 


down. >, 

“It is quite evident that these good 
people are guilty of the fallacy of con- 
fusing need with demand. 

Thre is admittedly almost unlimited 
need for wheat, for automobiles, and 
for many other goods in the world to- 
day. But there is much less demand 
for these goods and commodities than 
there is need. Much need can exist 
without there being any demand, be- 
cause demand presupposes that those 
that have the need also have some 
goods of their own to exchange for the 
products they need. 

Many people in the world have 
need but often have nothing to offer 
in exchange of equal value. Therefore, 
they have no demand but only need, 
and need alone is not a commercial 
or marketable preduct.

The development of our present 
monetary system probably came about 
in the following order: 

1. The exchange of natural articles 
for each other or pure barter. 

2. The setting up of a standard ar- 
ticle with which to measure the price 
of other commodities, or barter with 
prices measured by a common stand- 
ard. 

3. The exchange of commodities: one 
for the other, by means of a medium of 
exchange, each article priced to a 
common standard. 

4. The uSe of metals as the medium 
of exchange. 

5. The use of metal as the standard 
for measure of price. 

6. The preference for gold or silver 
as the medium of exchange. 

7. The development of the trader 
or merchant or middleman, then of 
our modern trade and commerce. 

8. The use of the same metal as 
both standard and medium of ex- 
change. 

9. The use of two metals at the 
same time, gold and silver, ag stand- 
ards and mediums of exchange or the 
system of bimetallism. 

10. The abandonment of bimetall- 
ism as unwornable because of the ap- 
preciation of the workings of Gresh- 
am’s law, and the substitution of the 
single standard, either gold or silver. 

11. The adoption by most countries 
of the single gold standard ag a meas- 
ure of price and as a medium of ex- 
change, particularly for international 
trade. 

12. The representing of the med- 
ium of exchange, gold and some- 
times silver, by means of paper notes 
for convenience and ease of handling 
and transporting. 

It is stated that the modern word 
“Capital” comes from the custom of 
using cattle as the first standard and 
medium of exchange. 

The above summary of monetary 
development indicates that “Money” 
or “Capital” was developed only as a 
means of assisting in the equitable ex- 
change of goods which exchange of 
goods always has been and still is 
the real act of importance to be ac- 
complished. 

Unfortunately there are some who 
are not as clear on this point as they 
might be and so who are tempted 
grossly to exaggerate the power of 
money itself, and of the effects of the 
mere manipulation of the monetary 
system, to bring about prosperity out 
of depression. 

Advocates of ‘bimetallism have also 
claimed that the low price of silver in 
certain countries has seriously inter- 
fered with the exchange and distribu- 
tion of goods in these silver-using 
countries, and that the producers of 
commodities have been made poorer. 
A study of this matter does not seem 
to bear out this contention. The low | 
price of silver does not affect its 

! 


the countries do not unduly interfere 
with this free exchange. 

One argument for bimetaiusm that 
has been set forth is that there is in- 
sufficient gold properly to serve the 
Purposes of a standard of value and 
a medium of exchange, and that this 
insufficiency has resulted in a drastic 
lowering of the general price level. Is 
this true however? Investigation 
would seem to show that there is am- 
Ple gold to serve our economic.system, 
else how can we explain the fact that 
for many years, right up to October, 
1929, a quite satisfactory price level 
of all commodities was obtained and 
that no one, up to that time, had any 
fears as to the amount of gold avail- 
able. Concern has been expressed, 
however, because of the hoarding or 
sterilizing of too great a proportion of 
the world’s available gold by France 
and the United States. 

If therefore it is true that there is 
at this time a shortage of working 
gold for monetary purposes, the an- 
swer quite obviously is not to at- 
tempt such a scheme as bimetallism, 
which has an unvarying and unenvi- 
able record of complete failure in the 
past, but rather to remedy the cause 
of the trouble which simply means to 
redistribute the gold now in the 
vaults of France and the U.S.A.; and 
the way to do this quite obviously is 
to discover the causes that have ea| 
to this hoarding: and to undo .them. 


Mrs. H. J. Montgomery, We- 
taskiwin, provincial president of 
the Alberta Women’s Institutes, 
sends this inspiring message to 
W.I. members throughout AlI- 
berta: 

“We come once again to the 
end of the year, and before turn- 
ing the page to a new one, 
pause for a moment to reflect 
and to take stock of our activ- 
ities during the year just clos- 
ing. 

“Few, if any, of us have 
found the way to easy travel, 
nor do we feel “we have been 
able to accomplish much, but 
our institutes carry on, glad in 
the thought that they are able 
to stretch a helping hand to 
those less fortunate than them- 
selves and what they can do to 
alleviate suffering. It is much 
better to ‘put your shoulder to 
the wheel’ rather than to ‘bend 
your back to the burden.’ 

Good Times Coming 

“We are told that good times 
are just around the corner, and 
while some of us may not be far- 
sighted enough to detect them, 
still the evidences though dim 
are, I believe, discernible. 

“Let us write at the top of the 
clean new page of 1932 the 
words of faith, courage, loyalty 
and patience, and while we are 
doing it, let us sing ‘Look for 
the Silver Lining,’ firm in the 
belief that by the close of the 
year, if not before, we shall be 
able to sing ‘Happy Days Are 
Here Again.’

all those who would like to obtain 
these things, yet are not economically 
concerned about these needs until the 
needy one offers something of value 
in exchange that is acceptable to the 
producer of the goods or commodities 
needed. £ 

If there are any who doubt the truth 
of this statement, it can easily be test- 
ed out simply by any person asking 
himself, would he be willing to ex- 
change any product that has cost him 
say a year’s labor for some other 
worker’s product that is worth, in 
this country, only one month’s labor? 
Or, to take a more extreme case would 
he be willing to exchange the product 
of his year’s labor for nothing at all 
in order to supply the needs of a fam- 
ily in China who had nothing to offer 
in return that was of value. 

In the writer’s opinin there has been 
no breakdown in the distribution of 
goods and commodities that have equal 
exchange value, nor in the exchange 
of goods between producer and con- 
sumer when both have need and de 
manda. 

The distribution or exchange of 
commodities of this nature between 
people having equal economic demand 
is proceeding today as it ever has 
done, but those who produce commod: 
ities and goods never have been, are 
not now, and.probably never will be 
willing to exchange the products of

RPOFESSOR BELIEVES 
“ROCKET-PROPELLED SHIPS | 
WILL TRAVEL TO MOON 


e 

New York.—Prof. John Q. Stewart 
of Princeton University, believes that 
in 100 years our descendants will 
travel to the moon in rocket-propell- 
ed ships, and he describes such a 
journey in his contribution to 
“Science Today.” The book is a col- 
lection on subjects of current inter- 
est, ranging from interplanatary study 
to race problems and the care of na- 
tional parks. 

Prof. Stewart predicts that before 
2050 A.D., man may travel to the 
moon in about six days. The scientist 
explains that a vehicle for carrying 
men to the moon must be designed 
for a speed of several miles a sec- 
ond and must be equipped with a 
power plan developing billions of 
kilowatts. 

The scientist estimates the cost 
of the rocket ship,: which he sees 
taking man on his first trip into 
deep space, at $2,000,000,000. Such 
a journey, he prophesies, “is only 
a step within the cramped confines of 
the solar system,” and would be the 
beginning of far more ambitious ad- 
ventures into the far-off heavens.

Canada is the pioneer in fish 
culture on this continent.
